‘assume full control of all departments 
„to the exclusion of the other without 
changing or amending the 
‘referred to. 
“I advise that Section 3804, Code of 
42, provides that the executive and 
ministrative Powers and duties in 
| cities operating under the commission 
form of government shaft be distributed 
‘into and among as many departments 
las there shall be members of the coun- 
‘cil, to be defined and designated by 
ordinance. This statute further provides 
that the council shall designate one 
member of the council to be superin- 
tendent of each department of the 
municipal government and shall define 
his powers and duties as such.

For 
instance, this occured in the 79th Con- 
gress when that group held the in- 
iquitous and highly controversial FEPC 
Bill from the Floor, where it was gen- 
erally conceded it would pass due to 
Pressure groups. For this Teason the 
Administration, taking advantage of the 
Political upset in the last Presidential 
election, took this Power away from the 
committee and rammed through its 
So-called 21-day rule by which the Ad- 
Ministration leaders could bring any 
bill approved by a legislative committe 
to the Floor within 21 days after that 
committee had acted upon it, thus by- 
Passing the Rules Committee.
